I know that buslneeg better 
than any other and I know It Is sn 
honest snd honorable business, and 
furthermore the Master called me 
from that business and I am going 
hack to It and wait developments.* 
The other disciples said, *We also 
go with thee.’

tion. How necessary It Is when dis­ 
aster comes, to have a man at the

church without Him is a failure In 
winning souls.

How T s Prepare Candied Fruit 
I have a request from, a reader 
to publish a recipe for preparing' 
glace fruit, candled fruit, if you 
know ft better by that name. 
Glace Fruit 
Boll a cup each of fine berry 
aupar and w ater together until it 
becomes brittle when dropped in 
cola w ater. 
Pour this syrup in a 
bo ml, stand the bowl la hot w ater, 
and dip each piece of fruit to be 
glazed into the hot syrup. 
Place 
the fruit on plates lightly buttered, 
or on a small rack to dry. 
Repeat 
the operation twice more, allowing 
plenty of time for the syrup coat­ 
ing to dry. 
The fruit itself m ust 'be perfect. 
By th at I mean th a t if sections of 
orange, grapefruit or pineapple are 
being used they m ust be carefully 
separated from 
their 
membranes 
w ithout bruising. 
For such fruits 
as figa (fresh) big 
plums, limes, 
straw berries, those 
little Japanese 
oranges or, even half sections of 
lemons, select the choicest fruit, 
and not too ripe. 
In dipping the 
individual pieces of fruit pick them 
up by th e stems or use a small 
.pair of tweezers, dip In and out of 
the syrup as quickly as possible, 
the glazing m ust be glazing, not a 
heavy 
coating 
of 
brittle 
sugar. 
Pack in air tight boxes with maxed 
paper between layers.

TODAY’S RECIFE 
Candied Grapefruit Peel 
Take .grapefruit shells and with 
a sharp spoon or knife scrape out 
every vestige of pulp. Cut the rind 
into long thin strips, cover with 
cold w ater and soak for three days. 
The w ater m ust be changed at 
least four 
times 
a day in this 
process. 
Next comes the cooking 
of the rind. Cover with cold water, 
bring to a boil, drain and cover 
with fresh w ater and cook. Do this 
six tim es—this to take out the bit­ 
te r taste. 
Weigh the cooked peel and use 
pound for pound of sugar. To each 
2 cups of sugar add 1 cup of grape­ 
fruit Juice, dissolve slowly, 
then, 
boil rapidly and skim. 
Drop the 
cooked strips of peel into the syrup 
and simmer very gently until the 
peel absorbs all of the syrup. Place 
on a wire rack to dry, sprinkle with, 
ordinary sugar while drying, and 
roll in sugar Just before the peel 
is put away in waxed paper in air 
tight boxea

ANAHEIM, Oct. 10.—An «y* w it­ 
ness to and a participant 
in the 
execution of 
the 
accomplices 
of 
John Wilkes Booth for their part in 
the assassination of President Lin­ 
coln was the experience of J. W. 
Edwards, resident of the Angelina 
hotel, A naheim , 
Mr, Edwards spent four year* In 
the service of his country during 
the early *60*s, enlisting on May 7, 
1861, three years with Co. F 14th 
Indiana Infantry, and one year with 
Co. A, Fourth V. S. Veterans. It 
was during this latter service that 
he 'hook part In this historic exe­ 
cution which he related to a Regis­ 
ter correspondent this week. 
Guards Conspirators 
“On the morning of the 15th of 
April, 18(55,” the veteran began, “we 
heard that President Lincoln had 
been assassin at ed. 
on the evening 
before at Ford's 
theater 
by 
one 
John Wilkes Booth, who had es­ 
caped «cross 
the 
Potomac 
river, 
going towards Richmond. 8uch ex­ 
citement prevailed among the sol- j 
dlers that they wanted to kill every 
rebel who came in to surrender, trat 
order prevailed. Our regiment was 
ordered hack to Washington as soon 
as possible, 
being 
compelled 
to 
march all the way, taking four or 
five days We were put with other 
regiments in charge of the military 
prison 
in 
w hich the 
conspirators 
w ere confined, guarding them until 
their execution, which was Ju ly 7. 
1555. 
“I had lately been prom oted to a 
duty sergeant, sergeant 
of one of 
the th ree 
relief 
guards, 
having 
com m and over 24 men and one co r­ 
poral. F o u r of my m en w ere guards 
over the' cells, four w ere under the 
scaffold from which the four w ere 
hanged and had charge of the trlg - 
gere of th e trap, w hile the other 
15 m en w ith m yself 
w ere on the 
w all around the outer court. 
The 
scaffold w as about the center of the 
court to one side. And m aking the 
picture keenly vivid, my position 
w as about 10 feet from the scaffold, 
w hich w as a little low er than the 
w all on w hich we stood, w ith guns 
ready to shoot should any d istu r­ 
bance occur, which was threatened. 
Pay Penalty 
B eside* our men at th eir poet 
ready to a ct if needed, m any th o u ­ 
sand o th er troops w ere stationed 
around the outside. W hen the p ris­ 
on doors w ere opened 
our guards 
led 
the 
four condem ned 
namely, 
John P ayne Powell. A tzuratt, H a r­ 
row and Mrs. S u rra tt 
across

“I had no part In th e capture of 
John W ilkes Booth, or the final 
disposal of his body, but guards 
«'ere put In an old building In the 
arsenal yards. 
One day a 
secret 
service 
m a n ! 
cam e and when I inquired of him 
w hy we had to m aintain a guard 
over th is building, he replied, ta k ­ 
ing m y arm , ‘come w ith m e s e r­ 
geant.* Going to the opposite side of 
the building from the 
guard, he 
raised a window and said, ‘see th at 
slab In the brick floor?* 
He then 
pledged me to secrecy, explaining 
th at John W ilkes Booth’s body w as 
In th a t vault. 
H e then took from 
hi* pocket an order from the secret 
service office and gave It to me to 
be given to the officer of the guard 
to have my guard rem oved a t 4 
o’clock th a t day, and fu rth er said 
th at he and three m en would come 
and take th e body out and stra p it 
to a board a t m idnight w ith a six- 
pound cannon bail to th e foot and 
carry It to a boat they had placed 


about 10® 
yard* to the Potomac 
river, and row down to deep water 
«'here they would let it slip to the 
bottom, never to be found, and that 
is what became of the body of John 
Wilkes Booth, the murderer of our 
beloved president. 
Tell*. Of Corbett 
*T verily believe this Is the truth 
After the war I met Boston Cor­ 
bett, the man who shot Booth, and 
had a long talk with him. He said 
to me, ‘Comrade Edwards, when 1 
saw Booth with his repenting rifle 
pointed at the door where my com­ 
rades were to enter, threatening to 
shoot them as fast as they entered, 
I Just could not help poking my gun 
through a knot hole in the old barn 
and shooting him before he could 
shoot one of my comrades. I know 
I had orders not to 
kill him and 
was censored for disobeying, but 
hundreds of soldiers praised me for 
the act after the war. 
Corbett was a good 
and brave 
soldier but eventually lost his mind. 
When I visited Washington some 
years after I was shown, at the 
medical museum, 
the 
bullet 
and 
about one Inch of the backbone of 
Booth which 
had been 
preserved. 
Not likely he could live long after 
the shooting, as some writer* claim 
he lived 40 years after the war and 
that he never wa* «hot.”

JOHN D EW EY’S BIRTH 


On O ct I®, 1158, John 'Dewey, 
America's 
foremost 
philosopher 
and educator, was born on a farm 
a t Burlington,, V t 
He 
was 
graduated 
from 
the 
University of Vermont a t 2® and 
took his doctor of philosophy de­ 
gree 
from 
Johne 
Hopkins 
five 
y ea» later. He subsequently taught 
philosophy at the Universities of 
Minnesota, Michigan and Chicago. 
As director at the latter Institu­ 
tion Dewey directed the First E x­ 
perimental School, many models of 
which are now fam iliar through­ 
out the country. 
Dewey came to Columbia Uni­ 
versity In 1904 where, with occa­ 
sional extended absences, for travel I 
to Russia, China and Mexico, to ] 
observe experiments in life and ao- : 
clety, he has taught until, June 
of this year. 
Dewey has devoted much study 
to educational theory 
with
